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TREATMENT OF THE NEWLY BORN CHILD. 
BY C. F. MARKEL, M.D., COLUMBIA, PA. 


There is perhaps no .other subject, 
which deserves stricter and more care. 
ful attention, than the one under con. 
sideration, and there is likely none 
which receives so little. Within the 
past decade, we have noticed marked 
and improved changes in the treatment 
of diseases, new and improved reme- 
dies are daily being introduced into a 
well-filled vocabulary. The surgeon’s 
instruments of warfare of to-day, are 
as much superior, over those of half a 
century ago, as is electric lighting, 
over the tallow dip, of fifty years ago. 
Can we produce a similar contrast in 
the care andattention given. the newly 
born infant? If not, why not? Is there no 
toom for improvement? I shall. make 
an ¢ffort to prove an assertion which I 
now make, that there is room for 
better theories. 

We very. often’ err in the general 
practice of medicine, by not doing

enough, but quite as often do we mis- 
take in doing, or allowing, others, to 
do, too much, Thejatter is the error 
we commitin the treatment of new- 
born children, .A- new born babe 
should not be washed. It.should not 
be dressed. Itshould not be fed.. It 
Its - umbil- 
ical cord should. not be compressed- 
Probably to most of us this seems to 
be a somewhat sweeping. assertion, 
because it is not the method usually re- 
sorted to. Let us draw a comparison 
and see whether there is any advan— 
tage over the old method, by consider- 
ing surrounding circumstances. We 
find the temperature of: a parturient 
woman’s vagina, during a normal labor. 
to be about 100 degrees. The temper- 
atureof the infant’s axilla and groin 
about 99° while under the bed cover; 
and prior tosevering the cord, It has 
been asserted that one-half of all the 
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children born in the world, die under 
five years of age. If this be true, is 
there any way of accounting for such 
‘a mortality? I believe there is, and 
the very first or initial treatment the 
young child has imposed upon it, is 
one of the main factors. The usual 
custom is, that as soon asthe child is 
boro, two ligatures are quickly thrown 
around the cord, and it is severed by 
a single cut of asharp instrument be- 
tween them. Some prominent instruc” 
tors says, this is the proper way for 
cleanliness. The amniotic liquor is 
soon evaporated from the surface of 
the child, andabout the time reaction 
occurs, the garrulous nurse takes it on 


her dap, and at once exposes iis nude 


moist body to the atmosphere, in a 
foom whose temperature is somewhere 
from 50° to 60° and even sometimes 
ewer. This suddenly reduces the 
temperature of the infant’s body about 
35 to40o degrees. Imagine the effect 
upon the child. Then with her dish of 
warm water, potof grease, soap and 
towel, she leisurely begins the process 
of inunction, soaping, washing and 
rubbing, inspecting for birth-marks 
wiping, eulogizing, and comparing of 
fooks. She views this exposure as 
a matter of utter indifference,and even 
a neces:ity, for the grease and dirt 
must be washed off, and she must 
have plenty of time and opportunity 
todo it properly. Ask her why she 
washes the child, and she will tell you, 
to make it clean. A:k her if she can 
wash it clean, and ifshe has any ex- 
perience in the ablutions of new-born 
infants, the question will stagger her, 
bat she will quickly tell you that she 
will succeed nexttime. Why then not 
wait until the next time. Tell her the 
ancient people of Germany and Rus- 
sia are inthe habit of plunging the 
babe intoice-cold water or even rolling 
& in the snow, and she will raise her 


hands in horror, and ‘exclaim, wh a 
horrid brutes. Little does she dream 
that her treatment is only of a some- 
what milder form. After completing 
this refrigerating process, she leisurely 
begins adjusting the articles of dress. 
The doctor is first called upon to ‘fix 
the naval.’’ For this purpose a piece 
of greasy, stiff, ribbed and guttezed, 
corrugated, serrated, and stitched old 
shirt front, is provided. The super- 
fluous edges are folded several times 
and this compress is held firmly in 
place by a belly band, which she pro- 
ceeds to very carefully apply. This 
bandage consists of two thicknesses of 
stiff glazed new cotton cloth, hemmed 
and possibly embroidered. It is gen- 
erally made much too large, and needs 
to be folded over at the top several in- 
ches. With the index finger of the lft 
hand, fora fulcrum, and the bandage 
for a lever, she succeeds in getiing the 
poor thing, pretty well supported. ‘‘This 
is dune to keep it from bustin, when it 
cries.’’ The little shirt with its em- 
broidery lace, and frills, is next forced 
over its head, followed by the heavy 
napkins, and the double thick, stiff 
glazed new cotton petticoat, large 
en ough to accommodate twins, but the 
superfluous parts are turned down and 
folded upon the corrugations which 
already exist. The stiffly starched 
dress with its huge lace-trimmed 
sleeves furnishes the finishing touch, 
But thechild must now becarefully pro- 
tected from getting a breath of pure air, 
and the protection constitutes several 
of the heaviest shawls at conmand, 
these are carefully applied over the 
child’s head and face. It now finds its © 
way intoa cradle where four thick- 
nesses of comfortables, a bolster, and 
several petticoats press it down, and 
keep itin place, as the nurse hopes, 
for 48 hours. Nature teaches éha¢ child 
quietude, after passing through an or- 
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deal of manipulations lasting at least 
an hour, during which time its hands, 
arms, feet, and legs. have become cold 
and blue, to such a noticeable extent, 
that she asks the doctor whether the 
child is going to die. 

Bye and byethe thawing process is 
completed, and the child begins to cry, 
and the nurse concludes that the child 
is hungry, and decides that the child 
must be fed. Accordingly she proceeds 
to stuff it with molasses water, soaked 
cracker, and sugar teat. Should this 
fail to quit the little fellow, it is nat- 
ural to suppose that the child is sick 
and needs medicine, and forthwith she 
pours catnip tea, mint tea, calamus 
tea, or some other abominable decoc~ 
tion which may be near at hand, down 
the little innocent’s. throat, the worst 
one of which [have ever heard, was a 
decoction made from the hard warts 
taken from the inner surface of a 
cure for 


horse’s leg. This was a 
thrush.. The baby lived but a short 
time. Which of you has not been con- 
fronted with this story, from the nurse? 


‘Doctor, our baby is sick. It has had 
acold onits breast. Its little navel is 
sore, andit has abreaking out all over 
its body. It did not pass water all 
through the first day, so [ gave it 
pumpkin seed tea. It has had the 
janders, and I gave it saffron tea. It 
would not nurse, and I gave it catnip 
tea, becauseI think doctor's medicine 
is too strong for it.’’ Have I overdrawn 
the picture? or exaggerated statements? 
You will bear me out whenI say that 
these are facts in a mild form. We 
seldom realize what torture infants 
undergo. Now then is it not probable 
that this exposure tocold and chillin g 
of the body, is the initial or starting 
point, the foundation and cause of that 
train of numerous evils and ills which 
lead to so great a mortality? Is it not 
more than probable thatserious injury 


to, or structural changes of the deli— 
cate tissues are produced, which lead 
to disease present and remote? Is it 
not likely that the highly perfumed 
soaps, with their irritating essential 
oils, caustic alkali, «liseased and de— 
composed fats, applied to the delicate 
skin produce strophulus, eczema, pur- 
ulent ophthalmia, erysipelas, and scal_ 


' ing of the epidermis? Does not the 


absurd cramming of improper articles 
of food into the tender infant’s delicate 
stomach, produce irritation, inflamma- 
tion, flatulence pain and spasms? And 
does it not seem unreasonable and non 
hygienic, to confine the cord with its 
useless greasy rag dressing, under- 
going slouching, and creating a disa. 
greeable fetor, rubbed by the stiff- 
rucked bandage, until there is often a 
larze inflamed surface surrounding it. 
Is not this alsoa source of disease? 
Would it not be better to exercise a 
a little more simplicity and the fact 
that we are living in an age of im— 
provement anti-sepsis and reason. Al- 
low me tosuggest the following plan 
for your consideration. As soon as 
the child is expelled from the mother 
place it upon its right side, in a come , 
fortable position for breathing, keep- 
ing it well under the bed-clothing wnt il 
the cord ceases to pulsate, after this 
the cord may beslowly cut with a pref- 
erably duil pair of scissors, then catch 
it close to the abdomen between the 
thumb and index finger ofthe left hand 
stripping out the blood and gelatin 
with the thumb and index finger of the 
right hand, and finally throw a liga- 
ture around it to insure safety. — 

It may now be left dangling in this 


condition. It dries rapidly, curls up 
onthe abdomen without giving trouble 
or being in the way. Ifdesirable an 
application of some suitable powder 
may be applied, at intervals, the parts 
kept clean, and in a few days the cord 
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drops off without irritation and with 
but very little ifany fetor. After liga- 
ting the cord,a coating of fresh soft lard 
_ or vasaline, is quickly applied to the 
whole surface of the child, excepting 
its face, which latter may be wiped off 
with adamp cloth. A napkin is next 
applied about the hips, and the child is 
quickly slipped into a loose soft flan- 
nel gown, enveloped ina soft blanket, 
and laid in some comfortable place, 
where it may be allowed to suck its 
fist and test its vocal chords. If the 
mother is healthy she can suckle it 
when she feels inclined, but the child 
must have nothing save what it gets 
from her breasts. A healthy infant 
often sleeps twelve hours before it 
nurses. In 24 or 36 hours the infant 
has become accustomed to the change 


of temperature it has been subjected to, 
and the nufse can now with compar- 
ative safety give its first ablution. 
Upon removing the gown she wili find 
the skin perfectly clean, soft, and vel- 
vity. After bathing and drying it, re 
clothe itin a napkin and gown, con 
tinuing in this ‘way until the cord 
drops offwhen it may be clothed in 
the usual costume. 

It is only the modern and up-to-date 
nurse who can or will appreciate this 
rode of treatment. Unfortunately 
there are but very few who may be 
classed among this number, and theret 
fore our efforts toward improvemen- 
will receive a very small amount of 
appreciation. However we owe it to 
the infant for the sake of humanity. 





SOME FACTS ABOUT APPENDICITIS. MEDICAL AND SURGICAL*

Experienced surgeons make the 
statement that if they should have 100 
consecutive cases of appendicitis and 
should operate on all of them as soon 
as the diagnosis was made, they could 
show a better list of perfect recoveries 
and a smaller death-rate than if 100 
similar cases were treated on the ex- 
pectant plan and those only operated 
on which were finally selected by con- 
servative practitioners. I agree with 
the above statement, but not with the 
assertion of the ultra-conservative 
members of the profession when they 
say that the radical surgeons insist 
that every patient should be operated 
on immediately. I never heard a sur- 
geon say so. Surgeons say that it 
would be better if every case could be 
operated on, but every careful surgeon

selects the time and method of opera- 
tion in each case. And each case varies. 


Even if we say that every case ought to 
be operated on, that does not mean that 
werecklessly rushin and operate with- 
outdue consideration of the condition 
of the patient, the environment and 
thenecessary treatment. We arecalled 
to consult in a case in whichthe 
patient has been ill for several days, 
and on our arrival at the house we 
find a decided change for the better 
has taken place. We see that the turn- 
ing point has been reached and that 
the patient:is going:to recover. Does 
any one operate under such circum- 
stances? I know of none. We say that 
when the acute symptoms subside, 
and if the patient has had similar at- 
tacks before, we can operate in a few 
weeks. If, however,:we see the: pa- 
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tient during a first mild, attack, then 
we suggest that the patient. wait,since 
we know that about 15 per.cent. never 
have arecurrence. But should there 
be another attack, we advise an, oper- 
ation. Many advocate waiting until 
firm adhesions have taken place. 
This has never seemed right to me. It 
can be justified oaly when one expects 
to get one of those very large, appen- 
dicular abscesses containing a pint or 
more of pus, with the sloughed.off ap- 
pendix floating init. Such cases sim- 
ply require an opening of the abscess 
and drainage; but bef»re one case 
reaches that stage fifty cases, at least, 
would end in death. 

Furthermore, if the adhesions are 
firm—which is very good in ‘‘let- 
alone’’ cases, but a very troublesome 
condition when you have to break up 
the adhesions and remove the appen- 
dix—you are liable to strip up the 
peritoneal covering of the intestines. 

Another idea which seems to me 
very objectionable, is that waiting in 
such cases is a good thing. . ‘‘Wait 
until the power of resistance of the in- 
dividual has been developed.”” When 
has it reached its acme? There isa 
limit to nature’s power of resistance 
and I think this power asa rule is 
greatest in every case, when the dis- 
ease has existed the shortest length of 
time. This brings us to a consideration 


of phagocytosis and leucocytosis—the | 


power of resisting and eliminating mi- 
crobe infection. As the infection be- 
comes greater, nature offers more bar- 
riers to the onslaught, but a limit is 
reached in these cases also, and no- 
body can make me believe that a per- 
son who has been subject to a septic 
condition for five days isa better case 
for operation than one who has been 
subject to septic infection for two 
days, neither can any one..make me 
believe that ten, fifteen or twenty days 


after the microbic. infection, when all 


, the.reserve powers of the.system have 


been exhausted, is.a better.time to 
operate on the. patient than in; the first 
twenty-iour or forty-eight hours. It 
is so. unreasonable,.so opposed to.all 
ordinary laws.of health and to com- 
mon sense that I, have always rejected 
the idea, 

There is a class of.cases in,which 
the surroundings are.not conducive to 
aseptic surgery. .We,sometimes hear 
in, medical societies,.or. even read. in 
medical journals, of wonderful opera- 
tions, performed in .the. little hovel or 
flat, where, whole families, were cook-— 
ing, sleeping, eating and living in. one 
room. We hear of these most .won- 
derful recoveries under the most ad- 
verse circumstances, but .we never 
hear of the thousands of deaths follow 
ing operations under similar conditions. 


. Inthose cases in which the environ- 


ment and the after-care are bad, it 


‘seems to me that the surgeon ought 


to trust more to nature than to surgical 
skill, which will be nullified by the 
ignorance of the nurses in whose 
charge he leaves the patient. 

Accurate statistics, furnished by 
surgeons, show one side of the ques- 
tion, but it is very difficult to get sta— 
tistics of cases—recoveries and results 
—from general practitioners. It is al- 
most impossible for the general prac- 
titioner to keep statistics if he wants 
to. When he attempts to write out his 
records, he is disturbed and must rush 
away, and soit goes on every day. 
He is tired out at night and.can.not sit 
down and write for an. hour or two. 
But occasionally,a person can take — 
pains in one particular branch. I 
would like to.see a. hundred general 
practitioners keep:accurate records, of 
appendicitis,say for.a.year or,two,and 
then report them. .They, ought to have 
the age.of the patient, the numberof 
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attacks, the line of treatment pursued, 
and the final results. Then we might 
come to some conclusion! on the med- 
ical side of the question. 


The kind of microbes, it seems to | 


me, has little to do with the severity. 
We know in all cases the bacillus coli 
communis is found, which gives us 
cases with low temperature and very 
deceiving cases on that account, as 
they are jogged along by the general 
practitioner for a week or ten days 
when suddenly leakage takes place 
‘into the peritoneal cavity and when 
thesurgeon arrives the patient is be- 
yond help. Cases with mixed infec- 
tion of bacillus coli communis and 


staphylococcus pyogenes aureus have 
a very high temperature and rapid 
pulse. ‘These are cases that frighten 
the general practitioner and induce 
him to call in a surgeon in time. I 
have also found cases where the ap- 


pendix had not ruptured and the peri- 
toneal fluid contained staphylococcus 
albus only, but with the most severe 
symptoms. How they get there I do 
not know. We also find bacillus or 
diplococcus fetidus and many other 
kinds, so that all around it seems to 
me: that the -variety of bacteria or 
germs has little to do with the severity 
of the case or the danger to the pa- 
tient. 
Sometimes an appendix is removed, 
especially during the interval, which does 
not seem to be diseased macroscopically; 
the patient nevertheless, gives a clear 
account of having had repeated attacks. 
If, however, a microscopic examination 
be made, you will find that the appendix 
is ulcerated, strictured. etc., and what is 
better proof, the patient becomes well af- 
terward. Repeated attacks in the same 
individual vary very much. The first 
attack may be very light or severe, the 
second or third may be light or severe, 
or either of them severe. Wecan never 


tell. Many patients are what I call chron- 
ic invalids, simply from repeated at- 
tacks of appendicitis and the resulting 
sequelz. 

I think there is no medical treatment 
thatis specific. I think ice or hot ap- 
plications, or painting with iodine or any- 
thing else, are of little value. I do not 
believe in opium, and still, if the patient. 
is in pain an occasional dose is indicated. 
Starving the patient, as has been sug— 
gested by Ochsner, is certainly effica- 
cious, but does not cure the case; they will 
have recurrences and require operations. 

The diagnosis is generally easy, if the 
physicians will only look for appendicitis, 
although the first day the symptoms may 
point to the stomach on account of the 
vomiting, or to the bowels on account of 
the constipation or diarrhea, but after 
that the well-marked pain in the region 
of the appendix and the rigidity of the 
muscles over that part is so clear that a 
mistake is seldom made. I have oper- 
ated oncases where I found a malignant 
growth or a perforation of the bowels, but 
the mistake was not serious, as this kind 
of cases equally requires surgical interven- 
tion. Morris and Richardson have re- 
corded a large number of cases that 
show a mistake is made in 3 or 4 per 
cent. I am perfectly satisfied that I do 
not make a mistake any oftener and I 
think every general practitioner in the 
course of his practice is a splendid diag- 
nostician if he does not make more than 
this. 

The tumor develops as the result of 
plastic exudate, which walls in the ap- 
pendix. The appendix becomes attached 
to the side or the back of the pelvis and 
finally ruptures, still being well walled in. 
It sometimes ulcerates through the peri- 
toneum at the side or the back, and the 
pus works its way upward toward the 
crest of the ilium. ‘or behind it below the 
kidney, where it breaks or is opened. 
These are exceptional cases, patients with 
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the peculiar power of the peritoneum to 
throw out fibrous exudate,- layer over 
layer, and prevent the rupture into the 
peritoneal cavity. In fact, the whole 


question of medical treatment, it seems - 


to me, depends on the health of the indi- 
vidual, especially on his power to throw 
out the plastic exudate of the peritoneum, 
and I think that our surgical success. de- 
pends onthe same power. If we oper- 
ate carefully, restrict contamination of in- 
testines and peritoneum to a minimum, 
remove the pus, and put in a drain, ina 
few hours the cavity or the opening we 
have made is surrounded by plastic lymph 
and well walled i in, and our patient re- 
covers. If, however, the patient’s peri- 
toneal secretion is thin and does not 
coagulate, the bacterial infection is spread 
allover the peritoneum and we have 
general septic peritonitis. 

-T looked over the death record of the 
city of Detroit for 1899 and I found that 
37 cases are put down as havingdied from 
appendicitis, There are 54 put down as 
dying from peritonitis, and though some 
of the latter cases'may be due to pelvic 
diseases, I am sure that more than hal 
ate due to appendicitis, treated with 
poultices and opium, and finally disposed 
of with a pious exclamation, ‘“‘The Lord’s 
will be done.” 

The death records of these 37 patients 
were signed by 19 different physicians, 
and I thought by inquiring from them I 
migh: be able to arrive at some kind of 
conclusion. I received answers from 12, 
who reported on 25 deaths. Fourteen 
of these cases had been subjected to op- 
eration and eleven others died without 
“any operative interference. As the 
members of the medical profession who 
had signed these certificates had been 
able to properly diagnosticate the cases, 
and were first-class men in good standing, 
I thought I might also get further infor- 
mation from them and asked them to give 
me the number of cases they ‘had had 


thought it was proper. 


during the year, and how many died 
with or without an operation. I received 
reports of 213 cases of appendicitis. Of 
these, 160 were operated on during the 


_acute attack or during the interval, in 


fact, at any time when the surgeon 
Of these 160 
cases, 14 died. This list of surgical 
cases includes naturally the reports of the 
principal surgeons and gives a death-rate 
of about 8 per cent., counting everything, 
easy interval cases,severe cases, purulent 
peritonitis, and those. actually moribund. 
The number of cases not operated on, 
that is, medically treated, were 57, with 
11 deaths giving a mortality of over 20 
percent. From the reports of the phy- 
sicians in nearly every case, the operatioD 
had been urged, but refused by the pa- 
rents of the patient, or mf the patient him. 
self. 

I do not want to place these figures 
forward as positive proof of the results of 
one line of treatment over the other, be- 
cause the number is limited. Still, tak- 
ing them up at random from men who 
know how to diagnosticate appendicitis, 
they certainly must be very near the 
truth. Wecertainly can not accept the 
figures of those who do not know what 
appendicitis is, never diagnose it, and 
never have a death from it. We must 
take our statistics from men who are able 
and progressive and who keep a record 
of the number of cases; so many were op- 
erated on; so many were not ; operated on; 
so many died following an operation; so 
many died without an operation. These 
statistics from such meén must certainly 
be very near the truth. I would like to 
have a larger list, but as stated above, one 
can not expect general practitioners to 
keep the statistics of all kinds of diseases. 

This proves that cases of appendicitis 
die under medical treatment. This is 
often denied. Ihave here the proofs. 
If I should hunt up all the cases which 
were put down as peritonitis in the death 
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record, and get the report of them, I feel 
quite sure that I would increase the above- 


given record of death of medically treated © 


cases of appendicitis 50 per cent., if not 
100 per cent. The general average 
given by nearly all surgeons is that at 
least 15 per centofappendicitis cases die; 
15 percent never have a recurrence after 
the first attack, and about 60 per cent 
have recurrences and die off, one by one, 
at the rate of 15 percent, unless relieved 
of their appendices. In conclusion I 
desire to make the following points: 

1. Itoughtto be a general rule that 
every case of appendicitis should be op- 
eratedon as soon as the diagnosis is 
made, but when it is the first attack and 
very mild, or no proper facilities are at 
hand either to perform the operation or 
to take care ofthe patient afterward, it 


is often good policy to wait and watch 
the case. 

2. In cases of second or subsequent at. 
tacks, however, the patient should be 
sent to a hospital, eveh though it is at 
quite a distance—unless good facilities. 
can be had at home—and an operation. 
promptly performed. 

3. Statistics of cases operated on as 
they come along, good, bad and indiffer- 
ent, by experienced surgeons, give a 
mortality of only 8 per cent. 

4. Statistics collected by general prac 
titioners who are able and up to date, 
and who advocate surgical interference, 
show that medically treated cases have a: 
death-rate of at least 15 to 20 per cent; 
that at least 60 percent have recurrences;. 
while the cases operated on are absolutely: 
cured.

MEETING OF OcTOBER 19, 1900. 


Dr. H. Gibney read a paper on 
“The Diagnosis of Pott’s Disease.’’ 
The paper was illustrated by the ex- 
hibition of photographs and the pre3- 
entation of patients. 

Case 1. Cervical Pott’s Disease. Girl 
8 years of age. Marked deformity 
from disease oflong duration of sev- 
eral of the cervical vertebrze with 
‘scars of abscesses belowthe site of the 
dissase. Treatment had been discon- 
tinued inthe summer of 1900. The 
child had worn a head support com- 
bined at first with a plaster of Paris 
jacket, and afterwards with a Knight’s 
spinal brace. 

Pain near the seat of the disease, 
which is often absent in the other re- 
gions, is a common symptom in this 
region, with a sensi‘ive area at the 
side of the neck, severe pain with vol. 
untary motion of the head and neck 
and apparent torticollis yielding easily 
to traction applied in sucha manner as 
toholithe headin its normal posi- 
tion. B:fore treatment, relief was 
sought by a supporting hand held 
under the chin.  Abscesses are not an 
uncommon incident of cervical disease 
detected by an examination of the pos. 
terior wall of the pharynx or burrow- 
ing under the superficial muscles of 
the neck. 

Case II. Cervical and Dorsal. Boy 
five years ofaze, affected fortwo and 
one-half years with disease extending 
from the middle cervical to the middle 
dorsal region. Two abscesses had 


opened spontaneously at the sides of 
the neck under the sterno cleido-mas- 
toid muscle. Hehad worn a plaster 
of Paris jacket and a jury-mast for 1& 
months. 

A grunting noise with each expira—- 
tion isalmost characteristic of caries o€ 
the dorsal region andan early diagnosis 
is greatly assisted by the occurrence of 
gastralgia and the appearance ofa care— 
ful gait and a peculiar apprehensive 
attitude, expressive of timidity and in- 
security, and an instinctive desire to- 
avoid disturbauce of the diseased ver- 
tebrae. The first sign ofa Kyphos = 
seen in a slight angle breaking the 
long natural curve of the spinous pro- 
cesses observed in profile as the pa-- 
tient lies prone. 

Case ILI. Tenth Dorsal. First 
stage. Girl 8 years of age. Under ob- 
servation since May 5, 1goo, and 
regarded for a time as a case of 
lateral curvature with a hyper-sens#_ 
tiv>, almost neuralgic, condition of 
the spine. Very recently a suspicious: 
point had been detected at the roth: 
dorsal and treatment would now be- 
by a Knight's support. 

Dr. T. H. Myers said that lateraB 
curvature often attended incipient. 
Pott’s disease and obscured the nature- 
of the more serious affection, as had 
occurred in the present instance. He 
thought that these doubtful cases 
should be considered as caries of the 
vertebrae until a positive diagnosis- 
could be made. 
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Dr. H. S. Stokes said that in ob- 
scure cases of early Pott’s disease the 
plaster of Paris jacket was valuable aS 
means of verifying the diagnosis. In 
cases in which there was at first n° 
~apparent deformity if the jacket were 
- applied and left on for a time, then re- 
‘moved, the kyphosis, if present, would 
\be seen at once. This effect was seen 
too soon to be due to further progress 
of the disease, nor could it be said that 
the jacket had caused the kyphosis 
Ana doubtful case, showing no de- 
‘formity, he would apply the jacket as 
a diagnostic measure. 

Dr. A. B. Judson said that similarly 
‘the tumor of white swelling of the 
‘knee became more obvious soon after 
‘the beginning of mechanical treatment 
‘probably from pressure and restraint 
-applied tothe soft parts. 

Dr. Gibney resumed his presenta- 
tion of patients as follows: 

Case IV. Dorso-Lumbar. Girl two 
and one-half years old, affected with 
disease of dorso.lumbar region of nine 
months’ duration. No abscesses. The 
spinehad the marked rigidity which 
attended disease in this region and 
marked gastralgia had been a part of 
the history of the case. A plaster of 
‘Paris jacket had been applied at first, 
‘but lately a recession of the deformity 
‘had been observed to follow the strict 
application of a Bradford frame. 

Case V. Eleventh Dorsal—Third 
Lumbar. Girl, 13 years old who had 
-recently come from Russia with a very 
«marked kyphos. But little had been 
learned ofthe history and treatment. 
Sinuses were discharging at points 
‘where abscesses had op ned sponta- 
‘neously. The gait and attitude were 
«very characteristic of disease in this 
‘region, A Knight’s support had been 
-applied and as the child’s general con- 
-dition was fair, the prognosis was good. 

.Dr. Meyers said that the character- 


istic attitudes of Pott’s disease, al- 
though early and important signs 
were also seen in osteitis of a syphil. 
itic or malignant origin. It was, there. 
fore, important to consider the per. 
sonal and family history, the age, the 
location of the disease and the mode, 
of onset as well as the pain and tender. 
ness. The fourth patient presented 
had been free from pain in the abdo- 
men and legs. Pain in the termina. 
tions of the nerves was not so early or 
so prominent asymptom in the lumbat 
asin the dorsal region, while local 
tenderness was more apt to be recog. 
nized in the cervical region, where the 
affected parts could be more easily 
palpated than in the other spinal re- 
gions. In the cervical region the ver- 
tebral articulations might become in- 


fected by organisms gaining access 


from the pharynx after measles or 
scarlet fever with resulting, musculat 
spasn3an1 malpositions of the head 
simulating those of Pott’s disease and 
it might be a long time before it could 
be decided that a post-pharyngeal ab- 
scess had its origin in vertebral caries. 
A long time might also elapse before it 
could be known that a traumatic os- 
teitis in the cervicalor lumbar region 
had become tubercular. There were 
absolutely no pathognomonic symp- 
toms. 

Dr. J. P. Fiske said that he had not 
as yet seen a case of traumatic spine 
go on to tubercular caries. 

Dr. Judson said that Pott’s disease 
presented some unexpected features, 
such as the occurrence of pain in the 
front ofthe trunk while the disease 
was in the back. Some patients also 
with serious and purulent destruction 
of bon2 maintained the appearance 
and general ability of robust health. 
This affection, justly compared with 
fracture of a central and most import- 
tant part of the skeleton, was as a rule 
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so free from local pain and disability 
that when these symptoms were per- 
sistent and exaggerated, Pott’s disease 
gave way to malignant disease of the 
vertebrae as a probable diagnosis. 

Dr. Myers said that the diagnosis of 
the latter affzction would be assisted 
by consulting the following clinical 
features: Rapid emaciation and loss of 
strenzth, every motion exquisitely 
painful, pain constant but motor paral- 
ysis less constan‘, marked muscular 
rigidity, kyphosis absent o: late in its 
appearance, occurrence at any age. 

Dr. Fiske said that as they all had 
deformity the presentation of these 
patients failed to throw light on the 
most inportant question, that of mak- 
ing an early diagnosis. Diagnosis be 
foredeformity was an extremely diffi- 
cult thing, and proportionately impor- 
tantand desirable. Suspicious spinal 
symptoms might be produced by rheu- 
matism, by neurotic reflexes, myos” 
itis following a blow or by some other 


and more obscure muscular lesion. He — 


had seen cases in which circumcisi on 
had dissipated spinal symptoms which 
had beea hard tointerpret. Muscular 
spasm or spinal rigidity could not 
alone support a diagnosis of tubercu 
losis of the spine. 

Dr.C. R. L. Putnam recalled the 
history of a case which he had ob- 
served ina foreign hospital. A man, 
45 years of age, totally paraplegic, 
was thought to have disease of the first 
and second lumbar vertebrae with a 
tubercular abscess pressing on the 
spinal cord. Tne removal of two 
laminae revealed the presence of an 
echinococcus cyst behind the theca. 
The result was unfavorable. 

Dr. Myers had seen atumor of the 
lowercervical cord produce not only 
symptoms of pressure on the cord but 
also the local pain and muscular rigid 


ity which usually attend vertebral dis— 
ease. 

Dr. F, A. Goodwin, of Susquehanna, 
Penn., said that railway brakemen, 
from their custom ofjumping off and: 
on trainsin motion, frequently re- 
ceived spinal injuries accompanied by 
rigidity, pain on pressure and. other 
symptoms of true Pott’s disease. Per-- 
fect rest for a long time, however,. 
almost always cleared up the diagno- 
sis. Ithad been his misfortune to see 
anumber of patients in whom the 
diagnosis of Pott’s disease had been- 
inexcusably postponed by eminent 
authorities. He instanced the history- 
of alittle boy who had been treated: — 
for asthma and other affections with- 
out an examination for kyphosis- 
which had existed to a marked degree- 
for a long time during which grunting- 
expiration, pain, inability to stoop- 
and rigidity of the spine had been ob- 
vious features of the case. On the- 
other hand, he had made a diagnosis 
of Pott’s disease in a little girl who had 
a board-like rigidity of the spine. She 
could not stoop to pick up a coin from 
the fluor without putting a hand on. 
the knee for support. Her recovery’ 
without treatment was explicable by 
the supposi’ion that there had been 
synovitis of the costo-vertebral and 
casto-transverse articulations. He 
thought that a diagnosis before the 
appearance of deformity was excep— 
tional and recognized the inherent dif- 
ficulties of the situation. — 

Dr. L. W. Ely referred to the opin— 
ion which prevailed among general! 
practitioners that Pott’s disease in the 
dorsal and lumbar regions wasattended. 
by sensitiveness to pressure on the 
spinous processed. Althouzh  this- 
supposition was not unreasonable, in 
view of the nature of the lesion the 
fact was that this symptom was of: 
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‘wery rare occurrence. Running the 
fingers down thespinous processes in 
za doubtful case was of almost no value 
-in making a diagnosis. 

Dr. G. R. Elliott said that in a rapid 
arious precess we had the full quota 
<of symptoms clearly defined while a 
slew morbid action gave but few and 
-@bscure indications. The X-ray had 
‘been a disappointment in this field. 
4t had failed to reveal a deposit before 
the appearance of deformity. What 
was desired was an early diaznosis, a 
-diagnosis before deformity which, of 
“Etself, made the diagnosis without the 
assistance of symptoms or any other 
-signs. A most important early symp- 
tom was abdominal pain. How often 
are we told ofthe postponement of a 
-spinal examination in favor of treat- 
ment for intestinal disturbance until 
-an early diagnosis was impossible. A 
child should be examined with all the 
clothing removed. In no other way 


€ould the obscure sigas be recognized. 
‘The enlarged abdom2n was another 
important early sign. The contraction 
-@f a psoas muscle, exposing one to the 
misk of a faulty diagnosis ofhip disease 
might be the earliest sign of Pctt’s dis- 
@ase. He recalled the case ofa child 


f 

who wassaid to have cervical caries 9 
two months’ duration following scar. 
let fever with rheumatism. There was 
painful spasm of the muscles of the 
neck, thehead restinz on the shoulder 
ania handsupporiing the chin. The 
symptoms all disappeared witho ut fix. 
ation aftertreatment by simple sus. 
pension. On theother hand a patient 
with supposed rheumatism of the spine 
whose symptoms included pain in the 
back, stiffness and misunderstood re. 
flex spasm, was bathed, rubbed and 
shaken up for three months and, after 
vigorous anti-rheumatic treatment had 
lasted for a year, the appearance 
of kyphosis determined the diagnosis. 
Dr. Gibney said that photographs 
clearly presented the attitudes but 
failed to display the characteristic 
movements and deportment of the pa- 
tient affected with Pott’s disease, 
There was in his collection, however, 
one which graphically copied (see the 
accompanying Figure) the over-erect 
attitude which was assumed by the 
patient’s entirefigure and threw !ight 
on the mechanism of the production 
of the lordosis which appeared as a 
compensating curve below the kyphos. 
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MORE YET ON APPENDICITIS. 


One would think, that for a time at 
least the subject, Appendicitis might 
be permitted to rest but,like Bancho’s 
ghost ‘‘it won’t down,” wherefore we 
tread among the latest able contribu- 
tions to medical science, one from our 
distinguished friend, Dr. Heaton, of 
St. Paul. : 

At both meetings of Mississipyi 
Medical Association, Dr. Heaton took 
for his theme in general surgical ad- 
dress, ‘‘Appendicitis.” 

In graphic language he described its 


various phases, and concluded by ad- 


vising ‘in all doubtful cases to first 
operate and philosophize later.” 

We truly said that there-was no 
lesion that confronted. the surgeon 
that bristled with more difficulties, or 
was attended with greater gravity. 

Prognosis in appendicitis of the ful- 


minant type was always uncertain, as 
the bursting of the appendix by mor- 
tification was often only the culmina- 
tion of an insidious ulceration proceed- 
ing from an infected thrombo-phlebitis 
not attended with pain and a systemic 
infection, not reached by the surgeon’s 
scalpel, and hence perforation and 
peritonitis, were but the culmination 
of a grave condition witha complex 
pathology. Here anearly operation 
was the only possible hope for the 
patient, and yet for reasons stated _ it 
may be quite ineffectual in its results, 
at times in warding off mortal changes. 

Dr. J. F. Baldwin, of Columbus, O, 
las recently well demonstrated how 
many cases, of an apparently simple 
type of appendicitis end fatally 
through defective surgery, - through 
focal infection of distant parts, as the 
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retroperitoneal tissues of pelvis and 
parts higher up; through subphrenic 
abscess or purulent infiltration 
spreading far and wide in the inter- 
muscular spaces, in other words the 
writer urges the importance of ‘‘thor- 
oughness in the evacuation of puru- 
lent products,’’and moreover to be on 
the lookout for them, as developing 
consecutively after appendisectomy. 
The foregoing notes bearing on tech- 
nique are certainly well to bear in 
mind and observe, as sometimes the 
operation is blamed or deprecated in 
certain fatal cases, when as a matter 
of fact, the cases, were botched or 
bunglingly handled. 


It is remarkable to note in connec- 
tion with appendicitis that many of 
the cases giving forth the most foul 
smelling discharges do much better 
than others wherein the exudates are 
not extensive and are odorless. In 
this latter class unless we have posi- 
tive signs of perforation with alarming 
symptoms, constitutional and local 
measures may be as effective, or even 
offer better results than radical surgery. 
Operations for the effective treatment 
of appendicitis call for both skill and 
experience, for without these the 
patient’s chances of recovery will be 
much enhanced if left to the unaided 
powers of Nature. 





THE TREATMENT OF MALIGNANT STRICTURE OF THE OESOPHAGUS. 

Morain, Le Norde Medical, September 
15, 1900, submits the following onthe 
management of Oesophageal Stricture. 


The dilating bougie, he says which 
acts so admirably in spasmodic con- 
tracture or hyperzsthesia of the e- 
sophagus, is absolutely contraindica- 
ted in cancerous disease here; as, for a 
long time fluid nutriment may be 
readily ingested. In these cases we 
may diminish the irritability of this 
passage by the internal employment 
of morphine, antipyrine or menthol in 
the form of pastiles slowly dissolved 
in the mouth and swallowed. 

The following makes an exccllent 
preparation: 


R Morph, Hydrochl i 
Coouae Hydrochl 0.002 mill. 
Antipyrine 0.10 centi-g. 
Sacchra Alb,. Pulv. 0.30 centi-g. 

M. Ft. inipastile J 80. 

Take one or two after eating. 


But often we must omit morphine, 
then we may employ with advantage 
under the cocaine, injections of about 
three grammes ofa four per cent so- 
lution of nitrate of silver, or a three 
per cent solution of eucaine. Deglu-

tition is most remarkably facilitated 
by these local applications. 

Food should be liquid, swallowed 
slowly and at intervals with many 
pauses. Strong alcoholics must be 
strictly interdicted. 

Note: Tentative measures. should 
be always cautiously and patiently 
employed in this serious condition be- 
fore resorting to gastrostomy; how- 
ever, itis a grave mistake to postpone 
this measure until the lesion is too ad- 
vanced and the powers of Nature are 
exhausted. Malignant disease of the 
gullet is rarely encountered, except, in 
those past middle life, when its course 
is often very gradual. Here; then, if 
a gastrostomy is performed early it has 
practically no mortality. All irrita- 
tion from the ingesta, passing over an 
open surface is remioved. The secre- 
tions from the deep ulcers are readily 
flushed away by soothing, cleansing, 
antiseptic irrigation, up through the 
cardiac end of the stomach and down 
by the pharynx. 

Let it be remembered that cancer 








seldom completely closes the passage 
and water, to the very end, can enter 
the stomach. 


A most notable instance of the ~ 


great value of early gastrostomy is 
seen by me fromtime to time. This 
was made for malignant disease of 
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the gullet five years ago. The patient 
is an active business man, he is well 
nourished and is fed entirely through a 
gastric fistula. Water he can swallow 
slowly in any quantity needed.

POST-OPERATIVE HAEMORRHAGE. 


The loss of blood has been and yet 
remains the deminant cause of fatal 
results after operative interferences, 
nay the careless waste of blood dur- 
ing an operation is also of allthe most 
prolific causes of dangerous shock. 

Effective haemostasis, then, is of 
paramount importance in all cases 
calling for operative intervention, and 
he who is not a master of it shoul 1 
keep his hands off capital surgery. 

Dr. A. H. Cordier, of Kansas City, 
calls our attention to the mortality of 
post-operative surgery, in a recent 
valuable contribution, St. Louis Medical 
Review November 24, 1900, and notes 
the greater safety ‘and superiority of 
silk-suture over catgut, in abdominal 
and pelvic surgery. All must concede 
the infinite value of ‘aseptic methods 
as important adjuvants in major sur- 
gery in every situation, but at the same 
time let us not forget that without an- 
esthetics andthe mechanical facilities 
we now command, to proceed with 
leisute and precision th2y would 
avail us little. . 





From the first incision, we should 
begin andto the end, close every 
bleeding point, economize blood, take 
no chances on any ligature material, 
which disintegrates early, which 
stretches, slips or breaks, but select 
fine, strong silk when operating within 
the peritoneal-cavity. - 

Gauze-tamponage is not to be 
trusted, on any other than very rare 
occasions, when we are without 
ample assistants or proper facilities, 
and must resort to it, as a make 
shift. 

Effective primary haemostasis is 
the best security against secondary 
bleeding. Let no deep wound or 
cavity be closed until all oozing ves- 
sels are securely ligated and the op- 
erative field is well dried. 

Intra-venous or hypodermoclysis 
of saline solutions act well to tempor- 
arily maintain the circulation, but 
their effects are fleeting and transient, 
and alone cannot be depénded on ina 
cases of large exsanguination.

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OSSEOUS SUTURE IN THE TREAT- 
MENT OF FRACTURED TIBIE

M. Thiery, having for a long time 
noted the unsatisfactory results from 
the treatment of the long shafts when 
fractured, opposes splinting and rec- 
ommends the immediate section of the 
tissues and direct suture of the limb. 
He affirms that the radiograph quite 
generally exhibits needless deformities 
after fractures unite, under apparels ; 
that this implies defective work on 
the part of the surgeon, who should 
always aim at restilutio ad inlegrum un- 
der all circumstances. 

Now, he adds, this end is attained 
only by the osseous suture, which 
gives perfect results. It should be 
always employed in fractures of the 
inferior maxillary, the olecranon, 
and with fractures of the leg with dis- 
placement or shattering. He does 
not regard the necessary incision as a 
harmful complication. It is generally 
a simple procedure, though there are 
cases requiring the use of great force. 
The author concludes: ‘‘The osseous 
suture is absolutely inocuous ; it con- 
stitutes a treatment of choice in sim- 
ple fractures of long bones, with over 
riding of the fragments ; it is the only 
efficient procedure to obtain and main- 
tain ideal coaptation of the frag- 
ments.” 

Note. We are sorry to say that 
our experience in osteotomy and su- 
ture of fractured shafts, in the course 
of treatment of several thousand cases 
does not warrant us to give our un- 


qualified support to M. Thiery’s opin- 
ions. 

Some years ago, acting under the 
inspiration of the antiseptic theory, 
the writer undertook the immediate 
coaptation and suture of broken bones 
through.an open incision. The results, 
as a whole, were decidedly bad. And 
hence, for a considerable period sutur- 
ing is now never employed in his ser- 
vice, except in open fractures, of which 
those of the lower jaw.area good ex- 
ample. Good /unctional results are 
the aim and object in view. More- 
over, the suture alone, under any cir- 
cumstances, is totally inadequate 
without overlying splinting.

OPERATIONS ON THE PREPUCE. 


S. Bernheim draws the following 
conclusions from the experience of a 
long practice: (1) The prepuce is an 
organ often presenting congenital or 
acquired malformations of very irreg- 
ular form. These malformations, an- 
noying during infancy, may become 
the point of departure in the formation 
of bad habits (masturbation) or of in- 
firmities (retention or incontinence of 
urine). During adult life they con- 
stitute an impedimentto sexual congress 
and favor all kinds of infectious in- 
oculations (chancroids, syphilis, blen- 
norrhagia, epithelioma, tuberculosis). 
At times, too, they are the direct cause 
of sterility. Itis, therefore, well to 
examine this anatomical organ in all 
new born. Preputial adhesions may 
be ruptured, the preputial orifice may 
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be dilated, or a piece excised so as to 
permit liberation of the glans. Cir- 
cumcision is the most salutary pro- 
cedure, and useful from different moral 
and material points of view.—/ournal 
de Medecine de Paris, August 12, 1900. 





FISTULA. 


After a historical sketch, Evans 
gives the opinion that there is no cure 
for fistula except by cutting. Where 
he has a patient showinga well estab- 
lished, complete fistula, he carefully 
dissects it with a probe—pointed direct- 
or, looking carefully for a branch or 
branches. Ifthe director fails to enter 
the rectum, he pushes it through, and 

‘then hunts for an internal opening. 
The tract is then thoroughly cleaned 
out with a curette and loosely packed 
with gauze, which is removed every 
day, if necessary, until the wound - is 
healed. Ifthe case is one in which 
there is a complete fistula on either 
side ofthe gut, he is careful to cut 
the sphincter but once, and then makes 
the tract on the other side quite large, 
so that he may be able to pack the 
second tract with ease and heal the 
wound from the bottom. In super- 
ficial fistula, he follows the plan advis- 
ed by Kelsey, viz., after the second or 
third day to discard all packing with 
gauze, and simply keep the rectum 
clean and insert the finger into the 
rectum. The relation of fistula to tu- 
berculosis is discussed. He believes 
that in these cases mich can be done 
by palliative treatment .and a cure 
often produced. He says to let acute 
phthisical cases, especially those with 
bad cough, alone, or, at least, let the 
work be simple palliative; but in all 
chronic cases under favorable circum- 
stances, to attempt a cure. After the 
operation, he advises all the fresh air 


and sunlight possible, a liberal supply 
of milk, cream, and tincture ferri chlor., 
and driving in the country, the patient 
being well protected against cold.— 
Cincinnah’ Lancet—Clinic, June 16. 





GLOVES FOR SURGEON'S HANDS. 


McBurney, after over a year’s use 
of rubber gloves in surgical opera- 
tions, thus summarizes his conlusions: 
‘‘The result has been most gratifying. 
A large number of wounds have been 
immediately closed without other 
drainage than a small bit of thin rubber 
tissue, inserted atone or both angles. 
No antiseptic solutions have been 
used, and iodoformhas been applied 


_only.to wounds infected before opera- 


tion, and in operations about the rec- 
tum; the only douche used has been 
sterilized salt solution. The hands 
have merely beeu washed. in soap and 
water. During five. months only five 
cases ofeven slight wound infection 
occurred. He has had no difficulty in 
manipulating instruments, etc., after 
a little practice. If a glove finger gets 
torn, it can be closed by drawing over 
it an extra glove finger. The gloves 
are not expensive, and they last with 
daily operating from four tosix weeks, 
The gloves are boiledin a one-per-cent 
soda solution. With ‘ boiled hands ’ 
McBurney says he can: obtain in his 
own work such uniformly perfect 
wound healing as he did not believe 
before was possible.” ; 
Halsted,of Johns Hopkins, uses rub- 
ber glovesin performing many opera- 
tions, and so do the other surgeons of 
that hospital. Keen found many ob- 
jections after using rubber gloves, but, 
following the plan of Mikulicy, he tried 
then cotton gloves andlikes them very 
much.——/ournalof Medicine and Science.

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THE MEDICO-LEGAL RELATIONS OF THE X-RAYS.* 


BY J. WILLIAM WHITE, M.D., LL D., PHILADELPHIA, PA., Professor of Surgery in the University of 
Pennsylvania. 


At the meeting of the American 
Surgical Association in 1897, in a pa- 
per on ‘‘Roentgen Rays in Surgery,’’ 
I made the following remarks: 

“Before leaving the subject of frac- 
tures,it may be well to present for dis- 
cussion a few questions having a 
medico-legal bearing, even altho it 
may not be possible at present to 
answer them finally. 

‘‘We may begin by asking whether 
. Skiagraphy has as yet given us a bet- 
ter understanding of fractures in gen- 
eral or has been the means of suggest- 
ing more efficient treatment. 

“It is difficult, in reply, to point to 
any oné definite addition to our know!l- 
edge of these injuries, and so far as I 
know no material modification of the 
general rules governing the treatment 
either of fractures generally or of any 
specific fracture has as yet resulted; 
but in individual cases, such as have 
been described above, it has certainly 
been of great utility, andis likely to 
become more valuable as technic im- 
proves and experience increases. 

‘‘The question whether or not the 
patient has the legal right to demand, 
as ‘ordinary care,’ that the medical 
attendant should have a skiagraph of 
the fracture taken, I would at this 
time unhesitatingly answer in the 
negative. Untila much larger num- 
ber of cases have been observed, and 
the pictures and the clinical results

have been compared, the routine use 
of skiagraphy might be more harmful 
than useful. 

‘‘There can be no doubt, however, 
that skiagraphs will figure largely in 
suits for damages after accidents and 
in cases of alleged malpractice. They 
have already been admitted as evi- 
dence in such cases, and it is probable 
that juries will, with increasing fre- 
quency, have to decide whether to 
place greater weight on deformity as 
shown by skiagraphs or on expert 
evidence as to the absence of genuine 
disability. Itse2ms obvious that each 
case must be studied by itself, but 
that it would be injudicious, if not al- 
together unwarranted, for us to as-— 
sume at present that the legal value 
of these pictures should be higher than 
the opinion of experts based upon 
other and well-known factors; that is, 
that instead of being exclusively de- 
pended upon, pictorial evidence should 
receive only its due amount of con- 
sideration in connection with clinical 
evidence. Clinical evidence should. 
have, and does have, large weight in 
the question as to results after frac- 
ture and other injury. Knowledge 
obtained by long experience and pos- 
itive indications is far more valuable 
than any representation visible alone 
to the eye.” 

Williams and Lloyd (Annals of Sur- 


gery, October, 1898) writeon the X- 


rays in medico-legal cases. They are 
not enthusiastic as tothe value of 
such evidence. In taking these pic- 
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tures it is very easy to increase in the 
picture any existing deformity by just 
placing the: tube slightly out of proper 
position. Hence ifan X-ray print is pre- 
sented in court itshoul dhave been taken 
before witnesses who can prove the po- 
sition of the patient, the tube and the 
photographic plate, and the distance 
it was from the tube! 

Edmund Owen (The Practitioner, 
May, 1899): ‘‘shows that individuals 
who havebeen treated for fracture 
and who have gone around with ease 
and comfort may exhibit in an X-ray 
picture noteworthy deformity, and if 
an enterprising solicitor gets hold of 
such a case and exhibits such a picture 
of deformity toa sympathetic jury, it 
is not improbable that damages might 
be given against the physician. In- 
convenient illuminations of -badly set 
fractures and in other cases in which 
nature has not been enabled. to tri- 
umph over osseous lesions are becom. 
ing of frequent occurrence,as patients 
are getting in the habit of having pic- 
tures taken after some surgeon -has 


made a diagnosis, and mistakes are 


thus nailed to the barn door.’’ 


Mr. Golding Bird (British Medical 


Journal, April 21, 1g0c), in a clinical 
lecture recently delivered, said: ‘I 
would here warn you all of a danger 
in skiagraphy. Iknow that it has 
happened fora patient to have his 


limb skiagrapht after he had been _ 


properly treated, and because the pic- 
ture showed an exceedingly slight ir- 
regularity along the edge of the bone 
indicating the position of the fracture, 
he went from one surgeon to another 
to obtain an expression of opinion 
that the union of the fracture was not 
perfect, in order that he might sue for 
damages the gentleman who had 
treated him. You will find that few 
fractures will bear the test. of photo- 
graphy in that sense, and I should 


warn you against appealing to it in 
your work as proof of the goodness of 
your own treatment, lest you should be 
called to account for having produced 
a union of the bone not absolutely as 
perfect in appearance as it was prior 
to the accident, altho its utility now 
may be in no way impaired.” 

With this review of a small portion 
of the existing evidence the following 
conclusions are respectfully offered to 
the Association. for discussiun: 

1. The routine employment of the 
X-ray in cases of fracture is not at 
present of sufficient definite advantage 
to justify the teaching that it should be 
used in every case. If the surgeon is 
in doubt as to his diagnosis, he should 
make use of this as of every other 
available means to add to his knowl- 


-edge of the case, but even. then he 


should not forget the grave possibili- 
ties of misinterpretation. There is 
evidence that in competent hands 
plates may be made that will fail to 
reveal the presence of existing frac- 
tures or will appear to show a frac- 
ture that does not exist. ; 
2. In the regions of the base of the 
skull,the spine, the pelvis and the hips 
the X-ray results have not as yet been 
thoroughly. satisfactory, althe good 
skiagraphs have been made of lesions 
in the last three localities. On ac- 
count of the rarity of good skiagraphs 


_in these parts, special caution should 


be observed, when they are affected, ia 
basing upon X-ray testimony any im- 
portant diagnosis or line of treatment. 

3. Asto questions of deformity, 
skiagraphs alone, without expert sur- 
gical interpretation, are generally use- 
less and frequently misleading. The 
appearance of deformity may. be pro- 
duced in any normal bone, and exist~ 
ing. deformity may be grossly exag~ 
gerated. 

4. It isnot possible to distinguish 
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after recent fractures between cases 
in which perfectly satisfactory callus 
has formed and cases which will go 
onto non-union. Neither can fibrous 
union be distinguisht from union by 
callus in which lime-salts have not 
yet been deposited. There is abun- 
dant evidence to show that the use of 
the X-ray in these cases should be re- 
garded as merely the adjunct to other 
surgical methods, and that its testi- 
mony is especially fallible. 

5. The evidence as to X-ray 
burns seems to show that in the ma- 
jority of cases they are easily and 
certainly preventable. The essential 
cause is stilla matter of dispute. It 
seems not unlikely when the strange 
susceptibilities due to idiosyncrasy 
are remembered that ina small num- 
ber of cases it may make a given in- 
dividual especially liable to this form 
of injury. 

6. In the recognition of foreign bodies 
the skiagraph is of the very greatest 
value; in their localization it has oc- 
casionally failed. The mistakes re- 
corded in the former case should eas- 
ily have been avoided; in the latter 
they are becoming less and less fre- 
quent, and by the employment of ac- 
curate mathematical methods can 
probably in time be eliminated. In the 
meanwhile, however,the surgeon who 
bases an important operation on the 


localization of a foreign body buried 
in the tissues should remember the 
possibility of error that still exists. 

7. Ithas not seemed worth while 
to attempt areview of the situation 
from the strictly legal standpoint. It 
would vary in different, States and 
with different judges to interpret the 
law. The evidence shows, however, 
that in many places and under many 
differing circumstances the skiagraph 
will undoubtedly be a factor in med- 
ico-legal cases. 

8. The technicalities of its produc- 
tion, the manipulation of the appa- 
ratus,etc., are already in the hands of 
specialists, and with that subject also 
it has not seemed worth while to deal. 
But itis earnestly recommended that 
the surgeon should so familiarize him- 
self with the appearance of skiagraphs, 
with their distortions, with the rela- 


.tive values of their shadows and out- 


lines, as to be himself the judge of 
their teachings, and not depend upon 
the interpretation of others who may 
lack the wide experience with sur- 
gical injury and disease necessary for 


the correct reading of these pictures. + 
—American Journal of Surgery and Gyn- 
ecology.

PNEUMO-MECHANICO-THERAPEUTICS COMBINED WITH ELECTRICITY, 
HEAT AND COLD. 


Lately I wrote an article for Zhe 
Medical Brief that was printed in full, 
giving to the medical profession the 
ways and means [ use in treating 
some chronic ailments. I have 
thought some additional information 
would not be amiss, hence this article 
to THE Mepicat Times ano Recister. 

The Pneumatic or Vacuum treat- 


ment was prominently introduced in 
Paris, France, by M. Junod, beginning 
in 1833, who used the Pneumatic 
Method, and was favorably com- 


mended by the Academy and the 


Montyon prize awarded twice. The 
mechanical effects of this treatment 
will equalize or restorethecirculation, 
and nervo-vital fluids in a remarkable 
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manner, even in desperate chronic 
cases, producing a dilation of the 
blood vessels, the opening up of par— 
tially collapsed arteries and veins, 
causing a marked increase of all vital 
properties in the tissues and organs 
supplied by the circulatory system, 
increasing nutrition of parts, favoring 
elimination and fascillating absorption. 
To explain more fully I will state that 
when the pneumatic cup is applied to 
the skin and the pump worked, the 
blood is drawn to the surface of the 
body, under the cup, as proved by the 
redness of the skin. This drawing of 
blood away from deep parts accord- 
ing to the force used, has a tendency, 
if frequently applied, to remove con- 
gestions by allowing fresh blood to 
flow to the parts at fault, thereby im- 
proving nutrition as well as _ the cir- 
culation,eventually in many cases re- 
storing to a normal condition. - If de- 
sirable to introduce medicinal fluids 
into the tissues of the body, they can 
be rubbed into the reddened area im- 
mediately after the cup is withdrawn, 
as the blood returning within the body 
will carry some of the medicinal 
fluid with it. The introduction of such 
fluid may be assisted by the action of 
the galvanic current (Cataphoresis). 
Ifa solution of Iodide of potassium 
the negative pole would be the active 
one, thatis this solution would be in- 
troduced into the tissues by the neg- 
ative pole. 

Heat and Cold. The therapeutic ef- 
fects of heat and cold are well under- 
stood by the medical profession. § I 
will however state that I’ have had 
made for me two solid metal balls, 
about two inches in diameter, attached 
to wooden handles. One, I immerse 
in boiling hot water before using, the 
other in ice cold water, after moisten- 
ing the skin by applying a'sponge or 
cloth dipped in hot or cold water I 





then apply the ‘balls quickly and 
lightly over the surface of the skin, 


_ using alternately heat and cold. Asa 


rule, the feelings of the patient will be 
a guide as to the selection of temper-- 
ature. High-heat would be contrain- 
dicated in any organic heart ailment. 
as the temperature of the blood rises 
with the increase of heat, and the ac- 
tion of the heart corresponds; but any 


‘complication canbe guarded against 


by examination of the patient before 
treatment. I prefer in most cases, the 
alternate use of heat andcold by these 
metal balls on account of the reaction 
which is set up, and because - the 
temperature is retained longer than if 
a sponge or cloth were used, besides 
being cleaner, and it can be applied 
quickly to any part of the body it is 
desired to reach. 

I have a hole made in the sila of 
each metal ball so that I can insert. a 
metal tip attached to a conducting 
cord which is connected: with a bat- 
tery. The effect of heat is relaxing’ 
as is also the chemical effect .of the 
negative galvanic ‘current, alkaline 
and relaxing. The primary effect of. 
cold is contraction as is also the. acid 
or chemical effect of the positive gal- 
vanic current.. The hot bali I make 
negative galvanic and the cold ball 
positive galvanic. . By this means I 
get a double effect, viz: the chemical 
effect of each pole,as well as the effect 
of temperature. I find this .useful 
where I desire‘to set up a reaction in 
some cases of Chronic Rheumatism, 
Sciatica, Stiff-joints, Paralyzed Contract- 
ed limbs:and along the spine in Loco- 
motor-Ataxia,and where there is — 
seated pain. 

Of course the metal balls can © be 
used without the battery. By the use 
of vacuum cups, the introduction ‘of 
medicinal fluids, the application of 
‘heat’ and cold, electrical currents, 
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physical exercises, internal medication 
many chrovic.ailments may be suc- 
cessfully treated (if. not cured) :as 
chronic rheumatism; sciatica lumbago, 
torticollis, neuralgia, muscular-atrophy 
locomotor-ataxia, paralysis, paraplegia 
hemiplegia, some blood and skin ‘dis- 
eases, congestions and’ depression ‘of 
vital forces. 

As far-as the: pneumatic treatment 
is concerned, i will state that in old 
- persons who walk with short . steps 
and are somewhat bent I have no- 
ticed that when the vacuum cup is 
applied daily for some time, to ‘the 
sciatic nerve, and to the back and 
legs the step becomes longer and 
the person walks straighter and feels 
younger. Itseems to diminish the 
effects of old age and remove all pain 
and stiffness. It seems to recuperate 
the life powers, and has a tendency to 
prolong life because the circulation is 
improved, increased nutrition of the 
parts follows, and absorption is accel- 
erated. 

Where there is atendency in para- 
lytics to renewed attacks or strokes, 
this condition may sometimes be 
averted by the vacuum cups being 
frequently and properly applied, as 
this treatment has a tendency to 
equalize or restore the circulation. 

Many chronic headaches, cerebral 
congestions are often cured, and nat- 
ural sleep is nearly always produced 
by the pneumatic treatment persis- 
tently given, which is a great relief to 
those afflicted with brain- fag, depressed 
nervous condition and insomnia. 

Pain. Localized pain can often be 
cured or relieved by pneumatic treat- 
ment, obviating the necessity of using 
hypodermic injections of morphine, 
which sometimes place the patient in 
a worse condition than before he had 
the pain. I can better explain .my 
method of treating pains by stating a 


case. 

Mr. H., of Yiarrisburg, Pa. ,afflicted 
with Locomotor-Ataxia suffered oc. 
casionally from severe'pain, which had 
been very rebellious to treatment of 
any kind,came to Philadelphia, resided 
at 744° Fairmount avenue, so as to be | 
néarme. One Sunday ‘aboutg a. m, 
pains began. I was absent from my 
office and did not return till 4 p.m. 
when his wife called and said Mr. H., 
has very severe pains. 

She said, ‘‘I don’tsuppose much can 
be done, as hypodermics of Morphia 
is the only thing that gives him relief, 
and that not always.” I told her to go 
home I would bethere in a few mo- 


ments. When I reachedhis residence 


Ifound him laying in bed, in great 
agony suffering from excruciating pain 
along Sciatic-Nerve, which had been 
gradually getting worse. I hadone of 
the metal balls heated and applied it 
on and around the nerve, I also drew 
the blood to the surface of theskin and 
into the reddened area I rubbed a 
Medicinal fluid. Inone-half hour he 
was entirely free from pain, and 
passed a pleasant night. This gentle- 
man’s body and limbs were covered 
with marks showing that hypodermics 
of Morphia had been given at least 
several thousand times. Iconsider it 
almost criminal for the Physician to 
resort to hypodermic injections of 
Morphine when other and safer means 
can be used. 


Combined Treatment. I could give the 
results of the combined treatment in 
Chronic Rheumatism, Sciatica Neu- 
ralgia, Stiff-joints, Lumbago, .etc, but 
I have selected a few cases of Paraly- 
sis, Hemiplegia, Locomotor-Ataxia to 
show. what can bedone in these  seri- 
ous ailments. 

W. S. of Penna. age,52 years. Hemi- 
plegic, left side afflicted. six . years, 
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came to Philadelphia July..3, 4899. <for 
treatment; wheeled ona chair, had to 
slide down staifs,; could not'walk, had 
been ‘reated for four.years:by:a promi- 
nent physician of Philadelphia, before 
he came tome. Had two attacks or 
strokes. At one time -he was given 
up to die. Had'to slide ‘down stairs, 
could not walk, treated him for ‘sev- 
eral months, before leaving Philadel- 
phia sent his chair -home, ‘and could 
walk from 72 North Seventh street, 
this city where he resided to Market 
street, about'ten blocks, with the as-— 
sistance ofacane. The treatment of 
this case ‘was witnessed by several 
physicians, among whom was R. V. 
Wagner, M. D., professor in one of 
the Medical Colleges in Chicago, the 
well known electrical expert. 

Mrs. C. of Delaware, sixty-six years 
ofage, Hemiplegic, right side afflic- 


tedseven years, could walk fairly 


well, had no use of gher right arm or 
hand. After thirty treatments, spring 
of 1900, returned home on account of 
the approach of warm weather. In a 
letter datedJune 26th, she states: My 
family think {am much improved in 
my general health and paralysis; I 
can walk better. Thislady had ample 
means, was treated in New York as 
well asin Philadelphia, and heretofore 
had not received much benefit.

leves ‘here. After treatment about 
eight .months, agongition greatly im- 
proved, now working daily. 

Mrs. Y. of Philadelphia, aged 46, Lo. 
comotor-Ataxia nine years, when she 
began treatment, could not walk well, 
nor attend to Her household ‘duties, 
now has no trouble in attending to her 
daily work. 

Col. J. P. ot Denver, Col. ‘aged 54, 
Locomotor-Ataxia’ for 10 years. After 
treatment was free 
from the severe pains he complained 
of, could walk a good deal better. His 
condition was considerably improved 

before he left. 

I could give more cases showing ‘the 
benefit of the combined treatment. 
The great difficulty has becn to get 
patients to remain under treatment a 
sufficient length of time, even when 
they obtain considerable’ benefit. The 
treatment separate or combined, can 
be given without causing ‘any sheck 
or unpleasant sensation. The child 
can be treated as well as the adult. 

The treatment was somewhat varied 
to suit each individual case. As agen_ 
eral rule, the vacuum cups were appli. 
edalong the spine, beginning low down 
and going up over the:cervical verte- 
brae, andto other parts of the body; 
medicinal fluids were introduced into 
the tissues, electrical currents, heat 
and cold, as ‘well: as some internal 
medication and physical exercises. —

A NAVAL ENCOUNTER IN THE

. detail of a normal case of labor, but it 
is different sometimes in our tropical 
possessions. as. the following tale will 
show. Itisa perfectly true ‘‘yarn,’’ 
and I merely ‘“‘tell the tale as told to

DILET FAN FEI[SM IN MEDICINE. 

As most readers of Pediatrics have 
perhaps heird, Dr. Abraham Jacobi 
was presented at Atlantic City last June 
with aloving-cup. The gift was made 
more notable by the dinner tendered 
him at the same time by the Pediatric 
Section of the A. M. A., who. were 





also the givers. of the cup. Perhaps 
nothing in Dr. Jacobi’s thoughtful ad- 
dress of thanks is more noteworthy 


than the passage following: 
“The tendency of our times is 


meddling with other people’s busi- 
ness . . . . The public at large 
is tempted to engage in the most 
dangerous di'ettanteism of all, viz., 
that in medicine. The cheapness of 


yellow or otherwise colored news- 


papers and the facility with. which 
strictly technical books can be obtained, 
are a positive calamity. I know that a 
certain good text-book on the diseases 
of children, meant for the practitioner 
and the advanced student of medicine 
is—to the advantage, I suppose, of the 
publishers, and of the retailer, who. - 
pockets his commission, tothe detsi- 
ment of the pubic—sold over the 
counter of a well-known Naw York 
milk-shop.”’ 

There is an old saw, ‘‘Every man 
who is hisown lawyer has a fool for 
aclient.” It might read with equal 
truth, “Every min who is his. own 
doctor has a fool for a patient.” 
What makes the latter caseeven worse 
is- that parents are tempted to practice 
not merely on themselves but on their 
helpless infants, with not infrequently 
some undesirable or even dangerous 
result. Even a. clinical thermometer 
in the hands of mother or nurse in the 
nursery may make a vast deal of need- 
less trouble for the physician and 
gratuitous woe forthe baby. It should 
bethe medical man’s advice to his . 
patients, particularly in his family 
practice, not todo as much, but to do - 
as little as practicable ‘‘b3fore the 
doctor comes.’’ By this means,among 
the vulgar, the dog-bite will not be so 
often ‘‘licked bythe dog that did the . 
biting,” nor eczema be treated with 
urine, nor abscesses poultic:d with 
swine’s dung (all of which are ac/ual 
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remedies among the classes mention- 
ed);and among the cultivated we:shall 
have féwer cases’ of collapse from 
headache powders, belladonna poison - 
ing from: ‘rhinitis tablets,” chloral and 
morphine addictions, and:urehral strict- 
ures. One-wonders sometimes at the 
temerity: with which a layman will 
deal with: his own case of ' gonorrhea, 
ora mother trifle with trachoma in 
her child’s eyes when competent 
medical advice can be.had for a: small 
fee, or if needful for nothing. When 
the same people in legal: trouble are 
found making straight for a lawyer, 
the-conclusion. is compelled that the: 
generalitylof mankind value: their prop- 
erty more than they do life:or health.

CASE OF SCORBUTUS, FROM: THE 
ARMY.

agnosis,scorbutus; had been in United. 


States service, private in a volunteer 
regiment,and had contracted this con- 
dition in Cuban campaign. On: his re- 
turn he was first treated at Camp Wyc- 
koff,and later transferred to St. Luke’s 
Hospital, where he said. that he grew 
steadily worse. When hecime under 
my care,he was so weak that he could 
hardly stand; decided anaemia, debility 
and mental lethargy; gums bloodless 
and spongy,and under slightest irrita- 
tion would bleed; skin dry,rough and 
ofa muddy pallor; face pale and bloat- 
ed; teeth loose; haemorthages occas- 
ionally occuring from the mucous sur- 
faces extravacations of bloed within 
and beneath the skin; line very pale, 
a striking contrast to the redness of 
the gums, eyes sunken and surrounded 
by dark blue circles ;haemorrhages from 
the stomach, mouth, bronchial tubes 
and intestinal canal; also a generat se: 


dema;spirits greatly depressed; on ex, 
ertion, palpitation and dyspnoes were 
prominent; urine high-colored and foe- 
tid; spleen considerably enlarged; mi. 
croscopic examination of blood show. 
ed a-decidedly lower, quality. Itwill be 
seen from the abovs that his condition 
was one of general mal-nutrition. The, 
patient was put-to-bedand put. ona 
bovinine and milk diet, one teaspoon-. 
ful of bovinine every hour in.a wine- 
glass of milk. Coincident. with this he 
was instructed toeat fruit, such as 
oranges, lemons,etc. Every other day 
he was given a high rectal injection of 
bovinine and salt: water, five ounces of 
bovidine and five ounces of salt solu- 
tion. For the first:three days after be- 
ginning the bovinine. treatment, the 
only improvement noticed was in the 
general nervous condition,and that he 
slept better. On the fourth day bo- 
vinine was increased to a tablespoon- 
ful-every two hours; from this time on 
the mouth was swabbed out every 
three hours with Thiersch solution, 
followed by bovinine pure. May 14th, 
the patient’s mouth was imoroved 
so much that he wa; able to mastic- 
ate without pain or bleeding, a light 
diet. May 16th, rectal alimentation 


was discontinued, and bovinine in- 
creased to a wineglassful every three 
hours in grapejuice. From this time 
his improvement was uninterrupted 
until his discharge, June rst. at which 
time he was entirely restored to health, 
having zained twelve and three. quar- 
terpounds in weight. I would ear- 
nestly call the attention of the med-- 
ical corps of the United States Army to. 
this case as being of specialinterest to 
them.

BETTER STILL. 


The influenza has been quite pre- 
valent in a number of cities during the 
past month.

Dunglison’s Medical Dictionary de- 
fines Emulsions as follows: ‘‘ Phar- 
maceutical preparations of a milky- 
white opaque appearance, composed 
of oil divided and held in suspension 
in water by means of mucilage.’’

THE TREATMENT OF HABIT- 
UAL CONSTIPATION BY RE-

In cases of obstinate chronic con- 
stipation, Professor Klemperer, of 
Berlin, finds that the systematic ad- 
ministration of enemata of water re- 
tained until completely absorbed is a 
method of treatment often attended by 
very satisfactory results. 

At the commencement a lavement 
of 250 grammes of tepid water is 
given at bedtime, or, if one has to 
deal with a patient who is intolerant 
and sensitive, a weak infusion of 
camomile is given instead. 

The disagreeable sensation pro- 
voked by the presence of water in the 
rectum rapidly subsides, and does not 
prevent the patient from sleeping. The 
administration is repeated every even- 
ing, the quantity of liquid being grad- 
ually increased to 750 c.c., and its tem- 
perature lowered to 20 degrees C. 
The patient should go to stool in the 
morning, and if the attempt at de- 
feecation be unsuccessful, an ordinary 
enema should be given. The duration 
of this treatment varies from a month 
to six weeks. At the end of this time 
spontaneous defecation is generally 
established.

LOCAL ANAZSTHESIA BY 
RENDERING THE TISSUES 
BLOODLESS. 


Oberst induces local anesthesia by 
the combination of cocaine in small 
amount and the elastic tourniquet. Dr. 
Kofmann, of Odessa, (Centralbl. f. 
Chir., Leipzig,) has tried the effect of 
rendering the tissues bloodless with- 
out the addition of cocaine. The tour- 
niquet was applied round the upper 
arm in a case of ganglion. : When the 
skin has been sterilized the hand was 
of a death-like pallor and insensitive 
to touch or pain. The ganglion was 
dissected out without the patient’s 
knowledge. She complained only of 
the pain caused by the tourniquet. The 
second patient was a woman with a 
needle embedded in the hand; a de- 
liberate dissection was carried out with 
a like freedom from pain. A series of 
cases of abscess, whitlow, etc., were 
treated with similar success. If the 
patients could not see theydid not even 
know when the operation was com- 
menced. Complete anzsthesia depends 
on the thoroughness of the elastic con- 
striction of the vessels, and on a sufh- 
cient interval being allowed to elapse 
after the application of the tourniquet. 
In operating on the fingers or toes, 
the writer has found it better to apply 
the constrictor above the wrist or 
ankle, as he has seen gangrene from 
applying it to the base of the finger or 
toe. He regards his method as an im- 
provement on Oberst’s, as it obviates 
the pain of injecting the cocaine, and 
the risk of poisoning. It is applicable 
to any operation below the elbow or 
knee. For the thigh, upper arm, 
trunk, and head, he employs Schleich’s 
method of local anzsthesia, and has 
reduced the use of general anzesthetics 


to a minimum.

ON THE MEDICINAL TREAT- 
MENT OF TUBERCULOSIS. 


«Abstracted from the Official Report of the 
Congress for Tuberculosis, Berlin, 1899). 


The Reporter, Professor Kobert, of 
Rostock, Imperial Russian Councillor 
and former Director of the Brehmer 
Sanatorium, endeavored to formulate 
the conclusions arrived at during re- 
cent years in the specialist treatment 
of this class of diseases. He based his 
conclusions upon his own personal ex- 
perience at Gorbersdorf and the re- 
plies received from over 200 professors 
and prominent practitioners to a series 
of printed questions, as well as on the 
reports that have appeared in the med- 
ical journals. These specialists in in- 
ternal diseases, surgery, pediatrics, 
otology, laryngology, and diseases of 
the lungs, have treated over 50,000 
tubercular patients during the year 
1898. Their observations are, there- 
fore, founded upon an experience with 
large numbers of patients. Professor 
Kobert comes to the following conclu- 
sions: 

In surgical tuberculoses, excluding 
infections of the lungs, iodoform acts 
so well that a further specific is hardly 
needed. 

In miliary tuberculoses and hasty 
consumptious we cannot by any 
method of treatment prevent a fatal 
termination, or even postpone its oc- 
currence with any degree of certainty. 

In most cases of laryngeal, pulmo- 
nary, and intestinal tuberculosis, medi- 
cinal treatment is required in addition 
to the modified Brehmer method. 

The therapeutic nihilism advocated 
by Brehmer many years ago was ra- 
tional, and perhaps even justifiable, in 
part, at the time; but it is not generally 
accepted to-day by scientific medicine. 
Medicinal treatment is more especially 


required in the advanced cases; but a 
rigid individualization must be em- 
ployed in its use. In the opinion of 
more than two-thirds of all the author- 
ities applied to, the so-called specific 
tubercular remedies have a certain 
value, although it is doubtful if their 
action is really a specific one in the 
true sense of that word. Of these rem- 
edies creosote and its derivatives enjoy 
the largest vogue. As great an 
authority as C. von Liebermeister ex- 
presses himself about it in a recent 
communication as follows: “At the 
present time creosote is extensively 
employed in the treatment of phthisis 
of the lungs. Its efficacy has been 
latterly ascribed to an influence upon 
the various mixed infections that oc- 
cur in the course of the disease, rather 
than to a specific action upon the 
tubercle bacilli; and its cautious em- 
ployment is frequently followed by im- 
provement in the appetite and the di- 
gestion. 


“And since creosote is a complex 
mixture of many different substances, 
scientific pharmaco-therapeutics has 
busied itself with the endeavor to sub- 
stitute its active principle in pure form 
for it. Guaiacol is generally recog- 
nized as that active principle. Both 
substances, creosote and guaiacol, 
have, however, such actively caustic 
properties that they can only be intro- 
duced into the stomach very carefully 
in an oily vehicle, such as cod liver oil, 
or greatly diluted, as with tincture of 
gentian; and even then it can be read- 
ily proven that they have harmed 
rather than benefitted hundreds of 
tubercular patients. Many practition- 
ers, therefore, employ the. so-called 
Carbonate of Creosote or Creosotal 
instead of the uncombined creosote, 
and Guaiacol Carbonate or Duotal in 
the place of guaiacol itself. Amongst 
others Privy Councillor von Leyden 
and Professor Cornet are earnest ad- 
vocates of the method. It is claimed 
that it increases the appetite, lessens 
the expectoration, causes the bacilli to 
disappear, augments the body weight, 
and improves the patient’s general 
condition.”

USE AND ABUSE OF POULTICES. 


The injudicious employment of the 
poultice has brought it into such gen- 
eral disrepute that its benefits are now 
oftentimes lost sight of and its use dis- 
carded.. S. E. Earp (New York Medical 
Journal, February 3, 1900,) points out 
that the active principles of the poul- 
tice are moisture and heat, and hence 
it matters little what they consist of 
except so far as their capability of re- 
taining heat is concerned. They must 
be generous in size, applied hot and 
frequently changed. In general, it is 
betterto use antiseptic fomentations 
upon open wounds, but the charcoal 
poultice is of considerable value as a 
deodorant in some cases of foul ulcer. 
The virtues ofa poultice are seen in 
its power (1) to relieve congestion, (2) 
to promote absorption, favor resolu- 
tion and hasten suppuration, (3) to di- 
minish tension, (4) to soften incrusta- 
tions, (5) to stimulate healthy granu- 
lations, and (6) to perform the office 


of a deodorant.—AMedical News, Feb.

FURTHER EXPERIENCE OF 
OPERATIONS UNDER LOCAL 
ANALGESIA PRODUCED BY 
EUCAINE f. 


BY ARTHUR E. BARKER, M. D. 


Barker reports having used local 
anesthesia in a number of extensive 
operations. A saline solution con- 
taining 1 to 1,000 of eucaine f, was 
employed, and in long operations as 
much as five or six ounces wereinjected 
without ill effects being noted in any 
case; but this method of anesthesia 
is unsuitable in the case of most chil- 
dren or timid adults or in case the 
part to be operated upon is acutely in- 
flamed. If the intestine is to be 
resected, dragging on the mesentery 
should be avoided, as it causes grip- 
ing pain or even vomiting. The cases 
best suited for local anesthesia are 
those in which there is danger of lung 
complications from the use of general 
anesthetics. Operations for empy- 
ema may be successfully performed by 
carefully and fully injecting the whole 
area of the deeper structures to be 
dealt with. In some cases the opera- 
tion has beeu completed under chloro- 
form. Barker has used local anes- 
thesia in fifty-three extensive opera- 
tions, including fifteen operations for 
the radical cure of hernia, wiring the 
patella in two cases, the excision of 
varicose veins in five cases, gastroen- 
terostomy, resection of the intestine, 
empyema, ete.—Lancet.

COUGHS. 

Dr. Walter M. Fleming (Journal of 
Nervous and Mental Disease) says 
that in acute attacks of laryngeal 
or winter cough, tickling and irrita- 
bility of the larynx, antikamnia and 
codeine tablets are exceedingly 
trustworthy. If the irritation or 
spasm prevails at night the patient 
should take a five-grain tablet, con- 
taining four and ~ three-quarters 
grains antikamnia and one-quarter 
grain sulphate codeine, an hour be- 
fore retiring and repeat it hourly un- 
til the irritation is allayed. Allow 
the tablet to dissolve slowly in the 
mouth, swallowing the saliva. After 
taking the second or third tablet the 
cough is usually under control, at 
least for that paroxysm and for the 
night. Should the irritation prevail 
in the morning or at midday, the 
same course of ‘ administration 
should be observed until subdued. 
In neuralgia, in short, for the multi- 
tude of nervous ailments, he doubts 
if there is another remedial agent so 
reliable, serviceable and satisfactory, 
and this without establishing an ex- 
action, requirement or habit in the 


system, as morphine does.

Dr. R. A. Gunn, (Medical Examiner 
and General Practitioner, February, 
1600) reports the following interesting 
case: 

‘‘A lady had suffered from intermit- 
tent fever for several months, and 
quinine, arsenic, eucalyptus and the 
other remedies had failed to give relief. 
After heroic treatment the paroxysms 
world be controlled fortwo or three 
weeks, only torecur again with greater 
severity. When I decided to try quin- 
algen she had been suffering par- 
oxysms every other day for about two 
weeks, though she had been taking 
quinine for a number of weeks con- 
tinuously. In this case I ordered 15 
grains of quinalgen, to betaken after 
the fever, and thisto be followed by 
ten grains every three hours after- 
ward. The second day after, there was 
a slight chill but no fever or sweating. 
The remedy was continued in the 10 
grain doses fora weex without any 
recurrence of the malarial paroxysms, 
and without any of the unpleasant 
symptoms that followed the use of 
quinine. As a precaution, I ordered 
the patient to take the remedy again, 
in the same doses, for three days, 
after a week’s intermission. Though 
living under the same conditions, 
there was no further recurrence of 
the intermittent fever.”

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NEW METHOD OF TREATMENT 
OF WOUNDS. 


Schleich, in his book on the treat- 
ment of wounds, which has recently 
appeared, has attempted to simplify 
the methods of minor surgery so as to 
make the general practitioner indepen- 
dent of what he calls the monopoliza- 
tion and centralization of surgery. He 
disputes the assertion that bacteria are 
the chief source of infection. He looks 
upon them as the accompaniments of 
uncleanliness, of which their presence 
is sufficient proof, but he rejects the 
idea that they are the cause of sepsis 
and pyz.nia, for the reason that these 
diseases occur in the presence of 
very different forms of bacteria. He 
supports his ideas by the citation of 
other iilustrations. For example, char- 
acteristic fevers follow the ingestion 
of spoiled meat and. fish, although 
under these circumstances only small 
numbers of the ordinary streptococci 
aad staphyl »cecci can be shown to be 
present. Schleich insists that the oper- 
ator should disinfect himself immedi- 
ately after contact with infectious ma- 
terial, so thatat any time he may be 
looked upon as nearly aseptic. Hand 
brushes he describes as universal laby- 
rinths for grease and dirt. He rejects 
all sorts of chemical methods of puti- 
fication, partly because they do not 
destroy the bacteria and partly be- 
cause they cannot be thoroughly car- 
tied out. He advises a mechanical 
cleansing calculated to wash away the 
bacteria. He uses a ‘‘ marble soap,” 
which is made of a special alkali 
(steral) and contains marble-dust to 
take the place of brushes. After the 
hands are washed they are smeared 
with wax paste to close the ducts of 
the sweat and fat glands, which no 
method is capable of disinfecting. In 
the treatment of wounds he has small 


regard for antiseptics, which can only 
control to a limited extent the develop- 
ment of bacteria. He advocates an 
early and wide incision in suppurative 
processes and tamponade of the 
wound with gauze. He rejects all 
drains, and uses silk instead of catgut, 
because he does not believe that the 
letter can be perfectly sterilized. He 
boils his silk and immersesit in gela- 
tine to preserve it from infection ; the 
gelatine is melted off with hot water 
at the time of use. He lays stress 


_ upon the necessity of introducing 


‘*homogenous substances” between 
the edges of infected wounds. If this 
can be accomplished, such wounds 
will heal in the same manner as 
healthy cut surfaces. Glutol, a dry 
and ssterile formalin-gelatine, fulfils 
this requirement.—Medical Progress.

The 
most satisfactory mixture of formalin 
for the inhalation is 1 dram of form- 
alin, 4} drams of glycerin, in 5 ounces 
of water.

When the air passages 
are unusually sensitive 10 minim3 of 
aromatic spirits of ammonia may be 
added to the mixture with good effect.

In a large majority of troubles that 
come to ourattention, the first manifesta- 
tions are indicated by the. liver, and if 
the function ofthis nrgan can be re- 
storcd toa rormal condition, a great 
many of thesetroublescan be aborted.

BLOOD TREATMENT OF RELAP- 
SING FEVER. 


RYT. J. BIGGS, M. D.. STAMFORD, CONN. 

Henry A—, American, age 40 
years—Admitted January 3rd. Diag- 
nosis, relapsing fever. The patient 
had just returned from Havana, where 
he had been living in a crowded and 
unhealthy district of the city, and al- 
though feeling miserable while there, 
had been able to move about. On ac- 
count of limited means his diet had 
been rather slim. On entering the 
hospital he had a fever of 104, frequent 
weak pulse, headache, nausea, followed 
later by vomiting and lacerating pains 
in thelimbs and muscles, especially 
marked in the calf of the leg. On the 
third day after entering the hospital he 
complained of fullness and a sensation 
of prostration in the right and left hy- 
pochondrium. Both the liver and spleen 
were greatly swollen. There was a 
pronounced jaundice. At first I feared 
it might be a case of yellow fever, but 
a close clinical study of the condition 
showed later a long febrise stage than 
that of yellow fever, remissions were 
complete, and early vomiting. The 
spleen and liver weregreatly enlarged, 
and in yellow fever the spleen is nor- 
mal. 

The patient was put to bed, secre- 
tions were thoroughly acted upon, and 


frequent small deses of quinine pre— 
scribed with an absolute bovinine and 
peptonized milk diet. The bovinine 
was commenced in teaspoonful doses 
every hour. On the sixth day the bov- 
inine was increased to a tablespoonful 
every two hours. Ontheseventh day 
the fever subsided by crisis. On the 
ninthday the bovinine was given a 
wineglassful every three hours, in pep- 
tonized milk. At this time the patient 
was fre2 from fever, pain, nausea, vom- 
iting and headache, and the pulse was 
greatly improved. His improvement 
was continuous up to the fourteenth 
day, when the symptoms returned in 
avery mild form, and continued for 
about four days, when they ceased and 
the patient had thoroughly entered the 
stage of convalescence. From _ this 
time on, outside of an internal antisep- 
tic treatment and a little quinine, noth- 
ing but the bovinine was given,a wine 

glassful every three hours. On Feb- 
ruary 7th, the patient was up and 
about, and outside of some weakness, 
said he felt splendidly. Examination 
at this time showed the liver unsensi- 
tive and normal in size, also the spleen. 
The jaundice had entirely disappeared 
as well as all the other symptoms. On 
February 20th, he was discharged, 
cured.
